THE AIR

Dimples   usually associated 
with a lovely woman -- ha.vn 
joined the nation's defense ef­ 
fort and are being used by 
Douglas-Torrance in the manu­ 
facture of the F4D Skyray for 
the U.S. Navy.

The dimples are embossed in 
large sheets of stainless steel 
which are presently being used 
for covering air conditioning 
vents, heat vents, a.nd to cover 
the tail cone of the jet engine.

Joseph E. Hagins, 526 Avenue 
B, Redondo Beach, of the Meth­ 
ods Development Group in 
Tooling, conceived the idea at 
the Torrance plant.

Embossing adds strength and 
aids in the formabillty of the.
